molly taken and verdict rendered on tho 
eononer'3 inquest iu tho case of tho unfor. 

Tho 
two cardinal fucta established are that there 
waa uo defalcation, but insanity induced in 
all probability by mental trouble nnd ovor- 
anxiety, if not physical and hereditary 
pr-ediapoaing onuses. The coroner's jury 
convened on Friday, tho 14th, and cou" 
dudotl thfir investigation!) aud reported 
tho rcsvilt on Wednesday, tho I'Jtli. Tho 
following m fc full report:

Those arc tho last vrorda I re- 
member ; I was standing on the t>aok porch 
whoii ho said tins; llvs, Audeicsoii followed 
him out; uo said, " I must do it;" took a 
pistol out of his packet; think U was Iu his 
coat pocket; took the pistol out aftee talk- 
ing tu Mrs. Anderson aud myself; vto triod 
to tuko thQ pistol from hiiu, and ho 'broke 
away and ran off tho porch on to tho stouo 
walk in tbo yard ; ho then took his pistol 
uud placed U at his tcmulo aud shot; i saw 
him shoot ; wa<* about ->ii or eight feet from 
him; as soon ns ho shot himself ho foil 
down ; 1 tin:ii ran away in fright; nobody 
present but Mrs. Anderson and myself and 
hia two children ; didn't see him, again until 
they wove carrying him in j saw him after 
ho vTuH carried iii; saw tho blood and the 
wound uiado whoro tho bullet wnit in ; diod 
ut u couple of hours ai'tor. he was carried in ; 
I went and spoke to him before ho diod ; he 
recognized mo; nt loast ho looked nt mo as 
i f ho recognized mo. 


Mrs. Carne Grimm, sworn. I resiilo in tho 


u'ity of Franklin, Uatttito street, ucit door 
to [hu reside-too of Tbo HUH F. Anderson ; I 
didn't see him until afttu- ho shot himself; 
heard ropoi t of u piatol; I ran over to Mr. 
Aiulersou'.-* yard; a.»w him lying dawn in 
tho gross ui hU owu yard, between the tVnce 
undpoieh; didn't notice him move'; did uot 
observe bid condition ; 1 went over ns soon 
as I could got thoro ; I wont into tho houso 
with Mrs. Auder.son ; saw Mr. Anderson on 
a loutigo in tho diuiug rt>om ; ho was alouo ; 
saw a wouuil in hi-t head; don't know 
whether ho was uoiiociom or not: didn't 
hear him. speak.

Andersou's ; saw Anderson about breaki'uat 
iimc ; Saw him between 7 and 8 o'clock ; lie 
was walking between hia house and coal 
abed; hoard the report of the pistol, ami saw 
him raising his hand just as I hoard tho ro- 
bort; I "wus inside of Oriuira's kitchen; 
heard Mrn. Auilorson acroam antl looked 
out ; didn't go over to Anderson's. 
l>r. Siiowdon, s^yo^n. 1 am a pructieiug 


phj'siomn ui this city, havo been acquainted 
with deceased several years; attended him 
profu.-».-j(jually this morning between the 
hour* of 9 and 10 o'clock at his residence ; 
found him suffering from o wound iu the 
right aiile of his head; from the character 
of tho wound J judge it to have been a gun 
shot wound; made an examination of the 
wound ; considered it fatal; ho diod from 
that injury ; ho was partially conscious 
when I tivst saw him; be didn't rimvo; did 
not speak ; found Dr. St. Clnir there when 
I trot there ; don't know what time ho died. 
I)r. J. St. C'lair atlirnied—Am a practicing 


pbyaiciaii; "was acquainted with Jlr. 'Ihoinas 
Auderson; saw him to-day; was walking up 
Thirteenth street, when 1 heard tho report 
of a pHtol, n-ud strreataiug of . a lady, and 
went with we- or»w); saw Mr, Anderson on 
the far side of the house, his lower cxtremi- 
ties on tbo sidewalk, lymg ou his back; ob- 
served a gunshot wound on the rigbt side 
of his head; the brains were oozing from 
the wound whun I h'rat saw it; did not soa 
any weapon; ho was unconscious; carried 
into tho house aud laid on tho lounge; touud 
gun-shot svound ou tbo right side of his 
bead, sufficient to enusp death; heard him 
speak in two or threo minutes after he was 
laid on tlio lounge; he said "wipo my face;" 
I applied watoi' to his face and houd; Home 
yne camo in after thut and asked tho cnuso 
i>f the shooting; Mr. Anderson replied that 
it wn» pi-piiieditatod; asked Mr. S. G. Nick- 
Jm to tako hold of his baud; I heard him 
say nothing further; remarks wore mada 
before I>r.

do not know of my own knowledge how 
thoao papers and bonds cniuo to be where 
they were found; my daughter Maggie told 
me she heard tbo fire roaring and -went to 
the bank when sho saw Mr. Anderson leav- 
ing tho bauk, and iao grate piled up with 
papers and money burning; there was no 
person -who had a right or could have access 
to the bauk vault that morning; "had no 
other clerk or employe at this time, and there 
was uo 0110 who had any right or liconso 
about the bauk; have/ not investigated so as 
to know whether any bonds or money are 
missing; they now lay on the counter n.l 
they were lilted from tho hearth: tried to 
count tho money yesterday, and Atl $3,000 
or $1,000 which we cannot account for yet; 
Anderson told nio that there was iu bank 
about $~o,000 in currency; but we can't now 
account for but little more than $20,000; the 
Uond Register aud cash book wo cannot 
find; I mean tho book whioh had a list of tho 
twuds aud also the ono on which he balanced 
tho cash dailv; being, as I suppose, iu 0110 
hook; don't know whether both wore iu ono 
book, but we now can't find atiy book or 
list of bonds or book .showing daily bnliiuco 
ofou.sb; have found in ono book a list of 
boLjs, but it is not satisfactory; my own 
bonds aro iu tho .suuic romhuou its tho 
others, badly uiutil.itiHl.

L.IVHC, 
CoTonei'' and jurv. 
Lydia Seaton, being -sworn, says aho re- 
sides near Waterloo, this county, and was 
acquainted with Thomas * . Anderson biueo 
his marriage ; ani not related iu any way; 
Mr. Anderson telegraphed mo to come to 
thi) funeral of Mr.s. Connely ; received tho 
dispatch about t* o'clock Monday morning, 
a week ago to-day; eanio immediately in 
answer to dispatch ; arrived here about 2 
o'clock same day ; saw him hore first; he 
spoke to mo very solemnly ; said this was 
distressing ; he was very melancholy ; could 
get uo conversation rrotn him ; ho would 
only use hia head to mo in answer ; was hero 
all tho week, except two evemuga: could 
never got him to talk any; tried to get bmi 
to talk ou religion, which was a great sub- 
ject with him, but could get no reply from 
him; did not act like himself; did nottulk 
or take any notice of hia children; saw noth- 
ing peculiar in his appearance except his 
melancholy; all that ho said to me was 
twice, on Wednesday and Thursday, at 
dinner, in a very low tone, "Dou't go "away 
this week, will bo so lonely ;" \Vednesday 
evening ho sat up until late aud it seemed 
hard to get him tj go to bod ; sut up until 
half-past elovou o clock ; went away from 
the house as usual; attended to nothing 
about the house which was unusual; saw 
hiiu about five weeks before this, when he 
was very pleasant and social; this time he 
was very different; never saw him under 
bereavement or trouble before; ho was 
always pleasant nud sociable ; saw him 
about tho time his father died, but he did 
not appear us bo did this time ; thought his 
depression was caused by the douth of Mrs. 
Jonaely, for he thoughtso much of her; saw 
lim nbuiit two weeks, 1 think, aftor his 
ather's death; hu said but little about 
Mrs. 
Connely's death, one or two remarks 


only; Mrs. (Jounely maided herewith Mr. 
Anderson ; ho wna a very affectionate man 
u his family ; he was tho best man I ever 
know. 
Mrs. Roboec.i Amlorjoa Luin^ sworn, says 


she is the mother of Thomoa F. Anderson, 
deceased ; reside iu Titusville ; arrived in 
Franklin about half-past 3 o'clock Friday 
ast, after hia death ; had seen him befpie 
ou Wednesday morning last, the morning 
after his motiier-iu law was buried ; camo 
lero last Monday afternoon and loft on 
Wednesday morning ; was iu hia presence 
much of tuo time during my stay ; was in 
the bouse all the time ; he complained of 
being sick ; of having a bad cold ; he com- 
S 


tained of his hoad all the time ; on Tucs- 
ay morning very early, before any ono 


thero was up, he said to mo ho was very 
sick ; his head was very bad ; I urged him 
to take medicine ; ho said uo, he could uot 
take medicine ; he then jumped up and ran 
put of the house, and came in again aftor a 
fe.w miuutOJ, and threw hiniselt ou the 
lounge again, and covered his head over ; J 
said. '-Tommy, you are very sick ; he said 
" yes, I am very sick ;" ho took no break- 
fast, not a bito ; I attributed it all to tho 
sudden death of his mother-in-law ; knew 
of uo other trouble ; he did not talk at all ; 
thought it very strange ; hia father is dead; 
he diod a year ago the 8th of next month ; 
saw him at the tiiuo of his father's death ; 
ho was with him around his bod prior to his 
death ; he was thoro until after the funeral, 
but during tho time came home ; his man- 
ner was very different hero from what it 
Wi^sst tho time of his father's death ; he 
was muulj ujpre ij'-prcosed hero ; nover saw 
him ho much depressed before as at this 
time; ho did not converse u word with mo 
about 
business 
matters ; 
1 did 
not 
know anything of tiny chaugo iu his busi- 
ness until I euuio down this time ; he wits 
always very excitable aud easily worried 
about any tiling; he had a sunstroke at 
PleasaiitvilU) July 4th, six years ago ; he 
haa sccuicd more cjcoitublu liuoo then than 
previous to that time ; I never saw him un- 
der any business auuoyauces or trouble ; 
saw him ouoo very much depressed wheu 
out of business ; havo seen him occasion- 
ally, but uot very often, suuce theauustroko; 
aoyer noticed any difference myself iu his 
manner since the sunstroke, but have hoard 
others speak of it; I knovv of no cause of 
any trouble or annoyance iu his business af- 
fairs; knew of no onuso for his iteHpoudoucy 
more than the death ot Mrs. Connelly ; I 
uover heard him spenk ill of any one; he 
never was revengeful or vindictive ; always 
was kind aud affectionate; my oldest sou, 
under a combination of circumstances, be- 
came deranged aud died deranged ; it was 
caused by bard study, disappointment, etc.; 
i',iy husband's brother became melancholy 
and despondent under sickness aud disap- 
pointment, aud died at our home at tho age 
of 74; Thomas F. Anderson was burn Octo- 
ber 3, 183t>. 


Ella K. Anderson, beiiisr sworn, say.s—Mr 


father was an mielo to 'i'hos. F. Anderson ; 
I reside iu Petroleum Ceutro now ; have 
boon acquainted with tho deceased for sev- 
eral voars, but have uot seen him. since tho 
dsiath of his father last April; have been ac- 
quainted with his relations ou his father's 
side; my father died insane nt tho ago of 
forty ; he was a compositor, and losing his 
health ondeavofbtl to got on otlicc through a 
relative; was very sanguine of securing it,

F. Audorsoii; saw him lust about n month 
since, hero in his own honsc, before the 
death of Mrs. C'onncly; wo were hero at 
dinner with him; Mr. aud Mrs. Uolluni, niv 
mother, sister and myst'll took supper, uud 
then ho went to tbo train with us; he \\.itf 
not iu good health, though very livi'h uml 
oheerfuT; did not complain of his health, 1 
saw nothing to iudioato that he wus not tit 
his ordinary state of mniil; did uot transact 
any business with him nt that tuuo; did uot 
huvp uuy cou vernation with hiuj rnncoriiing 
business mattcr-i; did uot know t>t' .my IIIM- 
poriod chango at JUumberiou'-, bunk; he said 
nothing to me nt that tune about ii; uovei 
have fu-cu him sjuoo that time until after iiis 
his death; do not recollocl tunt I had .seen 
him from Christmas nutil l!io timo spoken 
of; ho was at Titusvillo (Jhristnuis; he was 
happy, lively and sooinl on (Jhri.stniiis; he 
always spoke iu tho kiiulo-,1 terms of Mi1. 
Lambertou; ho uovt-r sjioko of hi-) relation.- 
i\ith the lunik; havo h:id 110 money tran-Mic- 
tions with my brother through tho bank: 
have had transactions with btiu in regiud Iu 
his wifo'o aud Mrs. Counely's monoy; bul 
uothiug for ao r oral iiiouths; iheywoi-o had 
at the suggestion ot Thomas V. Audornoii; ja 
the first 0110 wns tn'o or threco yeai s n^ti; 
it was ou behalf ot his wito; it wim coix- 
eludcd lust year; it was in tho nature of iu- 
vcstmont.s nindu for JSIis, Anderson, ami 
with hor kuowloilgo and consent: the b.ihi- 
ucss of Mrs. Coimcly'8 was mixed w i l l i 
his wife's; could uot toll which was which; 
havo hud uo bu-siuoss transaction with him 
for thiee months; niu fami'iar v, illi his 
habits uud disposition ; his habits we're ex- 
ouiplary, Ilia nature wus excitable ; biiMine.s-, 
troubles, real or fancied, greatly worried 
him ; in 1857 ho was thrown out of employ- 
ment by tho failure of tho Hoc lies tor Com- 
mercial Bank, and waa nervous on m'oouut 
of it; J did uot kuow what lo do with him.

Bonds aud Shoots liimself'l" I walked iu 
and got tho slip and read it, tho Associated 
Press report ol the wholo transaction ; this 
was between U and 3 o'clock, before locciv- 
ing any dispatches. 
Ou going to tho hotel I 


found several dispatches, giviogin substance 
tho same thing; my own mind waa convinced 
that never having known him to do a dis- 
honest act in his hie, aud I ouuld not believe 
lie hud in this ease. A week ago to-day 1 
received a penciled sliy iroiu my brothci, 
dated the 4th of March, sent to rue at 'litus- 
ville, but forwarded to Philadelphia, nud 
received by mo on tho 10th, saying, " Mr.

mind ; hia judgment was easily vrarped \>y 
oiroumstances ; ho waa u very kind ninn, as 
free from anything like malice or bad 
feel- 


ing ns any man 1 ever knew ; a man abound- 
ing m good works as far ns tho poor uiitl 
suffering were concerned ; I have been iii 
the habit of warning him for years, that he 
would break dowu under the constant strain 
upon his mind ; I refer to his close contirie- 
uieut to his business; dp uot know that 1 
ever saw him under business troubles; luul 
a conversation with him the uight beloro 
Mrs. Connely's funeral; thought ho ap- 
peared strange, but ascribed it to taniiiy 
trouble; had not seen him for a week be- 
fore Mrs. Counely'u death ; did uot see him 
after tho death of Mrs. Cpunely prior to his 
shooting ; there was nothing during my last 
interview with bitn to indicate insanity, fur 
tber, than iu iny judgment his mind wnsuol 
woll balanced t ho was liable to fly off iu r 
tangent; he was hopeful in religious mat 
tors ; he was the rovovso of vindictive or re 
vengeful.
